~ clouds which overshawowed Bolling 
Field. pear} 

Smaller groups disappeared entire 
ly under the attack, while heavier 
masses were criss-crossed with ar- 
tificlal chasms through which tho 
sun's. rays pierced brightly to the 
earth. 

The operation of the two planes, 
piloted by Captain A. I). Eagle and 
Juleutenant W. E. Melville were 
plainly apparent to spectators at the 
“tleld. ‘They. were forced to climb 
£13,000 feet before they reached the 

“main strata of cumulus clouds, 
which was thelr objective. Throush 
“special binoculars they were seen to 


1 
“disappear behind a fragment and 


then suddenly to “‘break throug” 
again as the cloud disintegrated ua- 
der the shower of electrified’ sani 
thrown by centrifugal force through 
nozzles set in the under portion of 
the fuselages.. The aviators dés- 
eribed a circle above the cloud bant 
and the circle was duplicated in a 
clean cut pathway through the mist. 
From the ground it appesred that 
the cloud perceptibly lessened thrn- 
out its structure as the planes pro- 
ceeded. ¢ 

* Aviators Shot Cloud Away 

A projecting isthmus of cloud was 
Jissipated as the planes skirted its 
edge, spraying the fine silica. 

Both aviators declared the exper- 
iment a success without attmepting 
to predict ‘its value when utilized on 
a large scale. 

“Undoubtedly It would serve to 
clear the field of a dense:fog bank,” 
Capfain Eagle said. “‘If,;we were 
advised that a squadron was ap- 
proaching the 4leld, for instance, 
and could not locate the landiag 
because of the low, clouds or for, 
we could send up two or three ships 

“and clear a path for them. I sup- 
pose the same effect could be had 
over fog-wrapped harbors.” 

Captain Eagle sald he had “dug an 
immense well’ into one cloud bank 
which, however, was so, thick that 
he had beer unable to drive the ap- 
erture to the under-side, 

“I circled. in the cloud,” he sald! 
“and the sand cut a perfect well. On 
‘every side rose the white walls and 
far above was the blue sky.” 

He agreed with Lieutenant \Mel- 
ville that one cloud appeared to drop 
away when attacked and to reform, 

_ in. lesser yolume, at’ a lower level. 

The airplanes and personnel were 
assigned to Dr. Warren by Major 
Gen. Patrick, chief of the Air Ser-

For over twenty years the consti- 
tuency had been represented at Ot- 
tawa by Mr. Porter, and ‘it’ was nat- 
ural to expect that-if he were forced

The result has shown that there is 
Do such word as “safe” in the lexicon 
of politics, 

A by-election that at one time look- 
ed as: if it were going by default has 
been won by a Liberal candidate tn 
a riding that has rarely eleted any- 
thing -but a Conservative. 

The factors entering into the turn- 
over are not eaay to analyze, especial- 
ly viewed from an outside angle, 

The Murlock issue, which Mr, Por- 
ter claimed to be the only one that 
mattered, may not have had moch to 
do with the fizal result, but, having 
made the episode the pivotal question 
of the campaign, yesterday's loser can- 
not complain if the verdict is accepted 
as a vindication by the electors of the 
Minister of Labour, 

The net réaults of the Porter charg: 
es, therefore, are that Mr. Porter is 
back in private life, Mr. Murdock has 
been backed by Parliament and the 
voters of West Hastings, the Govern- 
ment has gained a seat that was need- 
ed and the Opposition has lost a mem- 
ber from {ts not very:corpulent ranks.
